Michigan. — Eeports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended December 1% 1902, from 80 observers, indicate that influ- 
enza, pneumonia, pleuritis, whooping cough, erysipelas, inflammation 
of the kidney, scarlet fever, intermittent fever, and diphtheria were 
more prevalent and measles was less prevalent than in the preceding 
week. Meningitis was reported present at 5, whooping cough at 26, 
measles at 30, smallpox at 40, diphtheria at 57, enteric fever at 59, 
scarlet fever at 82, and phthisis pulmonalis at 225 places.
